Hiring Discriminations Hit

One of the most unpleas-
ant tasks I have is to tell peo-
ple “that it is true that
there is gross discrimination
against the employment of
p2ople over the age of 40.

This discrimination is not
confined to private industry
but is practicad by the U. 8.
government, the State of Cali-
fornia, Los Angeles County
and every municipality in
California,

If. anyone who reads this
column will give me ‘the
name and address ‘of any in-
dustry or any unit of govern-
ment that does not discrimi-

nate against thoss over 40, I -

shall arrange to have the
State Legislature pass a spe-
cial commendation in Febiu-
ary, 1058, honoring the vir-
tuous but so far ‘uninowin
employer. Sand this informa-
tion to m2 at P. O. Box 777,
Inglawaood 5.

About 1951, the National'
Association of Manufacturers

Less than 1 per cent of the
employers said thay thought
that employes over 40 have
a less satisfaciory attitude
toward their jobs than those
under 40,

The U. 8. Depagtment of

Labor in one survey of male '

employes in factories found
that men over 40 had attend-
ance records that were about
20 per cont better than men
under 40 years of age, Sur-
veys of women employes of
depariment stores have re-
peatedly indicated that tha

absenteeism of women under
40 averages at least 30 per
cent higher than among wom-
en’ over 40. 4
These statistics should not
surprise anyone who has
worked in large organizations
because it is obvious that
more young p2ople stay out
late at night than do their
elders, ]
The U. S. Depariment of
Labor in an analysis of the
Jjab-sevaration rates o2 almost
2,000,000 malas found that
men under 40 jumo from one
job to ‘another threa times
23 much as male workers
over 40, The records for fe-
male worlers also shows that
changing jobs frequently is a
chavasteristic. of ‘youth, not of
middle aze. ’

The'U. S. Depariment of
Labor has condueted several
surveys on the relationship
batween aga and actidentr.
In one survay, it was found
. that workars over 45 have 25
par cents fewer non-disabling
accidents and about 8 per
cent fewer, disabling acoi:

dents than younger employes,

The U, S. Department of
Tabor has found that in fac-
torles most of the illness is
«claimed by thosa under 85
years of age. In industrial
plants, where many men had
worked for the same com-
pany 25 years or more, these
lnn‘g-germ employes were
found to be hospitalized
about 25 per cent as much as
men Young enough (o be
their grandsons, Similar stud-
ies ralating to female em-

' ployes show that it is the
-young woman who loses time
from hér job far more than
it is the woman over 40,

2 Employers  wha digerimi-
nate against applicants over
40 do not have reasons; they
Lave alibis and excuses. We
have shown by statistics that
the older worker does not

. slow down, his attitude is sat-
isfactory, h's absenteeism  is
l2ss, his job jumping s less,
his_accidents are fewer and
his%ick rate is l2ss than that
of those in the lowage
brackets,

In spite of the record,
these false criticismis of older
workers are given by employ-
ment depariments 40 excuse
their unscientific and inhu.
mane aftitudes. Howevye r

When I finished writing
the above paragraphs I tele-
phoned two managers of em-
ployment. departments of big
industyies right here in our
own 46th. Assembly District,
in the heart of the defense
industry of California and
réad to them'th2 above com-
Both of them an-
swered as follows:

“What you say is true. ¥m-
ployment managers do give
those excuses even though
w2 know they are not true,
but the real reason is that
insurance and pension plans
make it financially ruinous
for us to hire anyone over
40."

I then reported this answer
to pension*and insurance ex-
paris, lawyers and others who
know thy facts. They all said
substantially as follows;

“When employment men
want to reject an applicant
over 40 they give pension
and insurance cost as the ex-
cuse even though they know
full well that they are lying.”

An interesting case was

that of a well qualified engi-

‘neer who was rejected by a

defense plant in Los Angeles
because he is 55 years of age.
I found that to give him a
83500 group life insurance
policy would cost the aircraft
company 2 oents per hour
more than it would cost for
a man of 30, But after claim-
ing djvidend credits and tax
deduction allowances the net
additional cost to the com-
pany would be only one cent
per hour more than for a
man of 80, making an addi-
tlonal weekly cost of only 40
cents! For 40 cents they de-
nied him employment!
